THEY KILLED THE GUARD. 


One Was Sent Up for Life and the Other 
Died on- the Gallowa. 
WATERLOO, N. Y., November 15.—Charles 
Johnson was hanged at twenty minutes past 
ten this morning for-the murder of John Wal- 
ters. Two men -Johnson and Caldwell —were 
confined inthe Waterloo jail awaiting trial on 
the charge of horse stealing, on the day of 
the crime, January 10th, 1887. When on morn- 
ing of that day Guard John Walters went to 
the cell where the two men were and unlocked 
the door, Johnson hit him a terrible blow on 
the head with a stove shakerand fractured his 
Bkull. They then made a dash for liberty, but 
the sheriff, fully armed, blocked the way and 
they were driven back to their cell. Walters 
lingered some days and then died. Caldwell 
Was tried and sentenced to Auburn. for life. 
The trial of Johnson resulted in his execution 
today. .

Ocean street; W. A, Miller, south Jackson- 
ville;and Emma Vance, Brooklyn. Of new 
cases, seven were Whites ‘and nine colored. 
Total cases to date, 4,508; total deaths, 396. 

A test case in the ordinance forbidding the 
return of refugees came up today. W. H. 
Hazen, who keeps a bar and lunch room 
on Bay street in this:city, took passage on the 
Clyde ship Ozama. from New York to May- 
port,and cameuptotewn this morning by 
rail, accompanied by his wife. They have had 
yellow fever in August, but were never oflic- 
lally reported. They have been in New York 
for two mouths past. Dr. Porter ordered them 
back to Mayport until they ean prove that 
they had the fever. Dr. Leonard, who at- 
tended them, is dead. They have the original 
prescriptions made out by him, which show 
the regular treatment for yellow fever. It is 
thought that these and their affidavit will 
establish their case, Much excitement was 
caused by their arrival here, the peaple being 
uuwilling to have fresh food for fever fur- 
nished by returning refugees. Mayor Gerow 
has ordered their arrest if they attempt 
to coine to town again tomorrow.

A negro was. taken suddenly ill 
Tuesday afternoon at South Jacksonville. Drs. 
Burroughs - and Kenworthy were called 
and found him with a high temperature and 
every symptom of fever. He continued to 
grow worse through the night and yesterday 
morning his death was considered imminent. 
A peculiar feature of the case was constant 
rise in the patient’s temperature. At four 
o’clock yesterday afternoon his axillary tem- 
perature was 110 degrees. At five o’clock he 
died. This temperature is ‘the highest yet re- 
corded in a case of yellow fever epidemic. 
An autopsy was ordered and Dr. Gibier, the 
famous Paris scientist, conducted the exarmi- 
nation. The condition of the kidneys and in- 
testines plainly shows atypical case of fever. 
Dr. Gibier secured some of the intestine tluids 
and will search them for the existence of yel- 
low germs or microbes. 

The board of health has apportioned the 
town of Jacksonville into medical districts and 
has given the following doctors charge of 
the same: East of Pine street and 
Ifogar creek to St. John’s river, 
Dr. Cuznar; in city proper, Dr. Knight; west

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SEVEN MEN KILLED 


By a Railroad Collision in West Virginia 
Yesterday. 

WHEELING, W. Va., November 15.—Limited 
express train No. 5, coming west on the Balti- 
more and Uhio road, at 8.30 last night ran into 
an open switch at Valley Falls, ninety-three 
miles east of Wheeling, and collided with the 
engine of an east bound freight which lay on 
the siding. Beth engmes left the track, the 
mail and baggage cars of the passenger train 
telescoping. but the other cars were protected 
by the vestibule connection, and suifered no 
damage. Ed Dwyer, the engineer, and John 
Stay, the fireman of the passenger 
train, both residents of Wheeling, 
were instantly killed. Postal Clerk Hall, of 
Woodsfield, Ohio; William Clinton, enginecr 
of the freight train, and a brakeman named 
Conley, were also killed. Two unknown 
men, tramps, Who were stealing a ride on the 
freight train, were found dead in the wreck. 
The fireman of the freight train, named Baker, 
had left the engine and gone into the field. A 
flying beam hurt his legs badly, byt he is not 
dangerously injured. Clerk Scott, of the pos- 
tal car, escaped through a window with no 
worse injuries than bad cuts about the fate 
and head. The passenger train was late, 
and was coming down oracde at 
the speed of thirty-five miles per hour. The 
freight received orders to side track, and 
Conley, the brakeman, opened the switch, but 
forgot to close it after the freight ran on the 
siding. He locked the ‘switch open and 
climbed on the freight engine, where he lost 
his life. The nearest telegraph siation was at 
Grafton, cicht miles east, and the surviving 
trainmen had to walk there. ‘The train was 
not able to proceed until after 2 a.m. The 
bodies of the killed were brought here.

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THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR. AT IN- 
DIANAPOLIS. 


-WILL POWDERLY BE RENOMINATED ? 


The Procee@ings of Yesterday—Masterwork- 
man Powder!y’s Repert anp Expla- 
uation—Other Business. 


INDIANAYOLIS, November 15.—Delegates and 
others who are in attendance on the twelfth 
general assembly of the Knights of Labor 
lave settled down to work, and time away 
ohnyeution is largely devoted to com- 
mittee work, aud still much gossip is indulged 
in regarding the probable outcome of the meet- 
ing, both as regards the election of officers and 
as to the future suecess or failure of the order. 

Instead of repeating his former plain refusals 
to continue to serve, Mr. Powderly now simply 
refuses to speak and this fact is considered an 
evidence of willingness to accept once more. 
The selection of other officers depends on Mr. 
Powderly’s decision and the action of the gen- 
eral assembly as to a reduction of force. 

It is claimed by those who profess to be in- 
formed of the facts that the cause for delay in 
Mr. Powderly’s report was that he had given 
ex-Secretary Litchman a severe handling, and 
that Litchman, in his reply, had returned the 
attack with interest. The two were finally 
brought together, and the matter amicab 
arranged, and the delay has been caused Dy 
the reprinting of the reports, with the “savage’”’ 
part climinated. Only two reports were heard 
at the morning session, both being very long. 
That of Mr. Powderly was two hours long, 
While ex-Secretary Charles Litchman took an 
hour and twenty minutes of the time of the 
convention. 

Mr. Powdezly in his report made an ex- 
tended explanation of the cause of the de- 
crease in the membership. Among other 
causes he referred to rumors attributing ex- 
travagance to the general ofticers, and the 
fact that some of the general officers went 
about scandalizing the reputation of their 
brother officers. Uuwise strikes were also 
entered upon, which ewept thousands of mem- 
bers into poverty. He then said: 

‘Add to-all of these causes the campaign 
which has just closed in the United States, in 
Which members and assemblies were pitted 
against each other on a question which never 
was made part of the declaration of principles, 
and on which they could very well afford to 
differ without differing as to any point in the 
laws or the rules of the order, and we wonder 
not that there has been a falling off, but that 
we have passed through the critical test with 
ranks unbroken as we find them today.”’ 

Iie states that thesé trials have resulted in 
cood for the order and denied anything like 
ofticial dishonesty, inviting a thorough exami- 
nation of the books and accounts. 

Mr. Powderly then advocates a consolidation 
of the executive power into one man’s hands, 
and calls upon the order to give such promi- 
nence tothe fight against monopolies as to 
make it the issue in 1892. He strongly con- 
demned the *‘proyisional committee as traitor- 
onus in purpose anddesign. Legislation should 
be had which would make it impossible for a 
man who fought the order to remain within it, 
Let those who ficht iT remain on the outside, 
‘These aitacks come from persons. who want 
the knights to be controlled by outside inftlu- 
ence, The organization to which he referred 
was the International Workingman’s associa- 
tion, which for three vears has been trying to 
secure control of the order. Since they can- 
net control they want to ruin.

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A SHORT WINTER SESSION, 


Parliament to Abandon Several Measures 
That Were Contemplated. 

Lexpoxr, November 15.—In the house of 
commons this afternoon, Mr. Smith, govern- 
ment leader, intimated that in order to shorten 
the winter session, several measures would be 
abandoned, These would include the tithes 
bill, Irish drainage bill, and biil for the crea- 
tion ofa minister of agriculture. He stated 
that the government proposed to ask the house 
to vote five million pounds for the extension of 
the Ashbourne act. [Cheers from the govern- 
ment benches and counter cheers from the 
opposition.}] Mr. Smith, continuing, said that 
the bill providing for this vote would be intro- 
duced in the house on Monday next. It would 
consist of one clause only, and would be de- 
bated daily until the decision upon it had been 
reached. 

Mr. Gladstone gave notice that on Monday, 
when the motion was made, he would, if the 
proposal meant an addition of five million 
pounds to five million pounds already spent, 
move an alternative to the effect thatthe 
house should proceed to deal with the question 
of arrears, and apply to Ireland the principle 
already applied with such great advantage in 
the case of the Scotch crofters. [Liberal 
cheers, ] 

When the estimate for the pensions came up 
for consideration, Mr. Dillon moved the reduc- 
tion of the salary of Dr. Barr, as a protest 
against his conduct in Dundalk jail.

GERMAN MATTERS. 


The Press on the Relations of the Empcror 
Frederick and England. 

BERLIN, November 15.—The North German 
Gazette says that as advanced democratic 
papers have continued to falsely interpret the 
chancellor’s report to the emperor on the sub- 
ject of the late Emperor Frederiek’s diary, it 
must again refer to the fact that Emperor 
Frederick, owing to his relations with the 
English royal family, never concealed his re- 
gard for England and its dynasty and policy, 
not even before his father, who, owing to the 
good feeling towards himself of Russia and her 
dynasty, was led into a policy of open discus- 
sion, whigh between father and son was not 
advina m social as well as business con- 
siderations. Servants of the father were 
bound by their oftice and honor not to discuss 
these matters before the son. 

Both the Kruse Zeitung and Post consider the 
distribution of the western portion of the 
Russian army asimplying a serious advance. 
They say that Russia’s garrisons on the 
frontier have been strengthened by two and 
in some cases by three divisions, which are 
also available for an advance. Semi-olticial 
papers deny that a Russian loan has been is- 
sued in Berlin, German banks, they say, will 
hold aloof from any Russian financial schemes, 
except in conversion operations. Konigsberg 
is closed to navigation by ice.

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A SLOW TRIAL.

Lonxpon, November 15.—It is expected that 
the tedium of proceedings of the Parnell coim- 
mission will be relieved only when the Times 
produces evidence aiming to connect the ac- 
cused directly with specific offenses. If the 
Times’s counsel tomorrow continues on the 
general line of exhuming stale facts or fictions, 
Sir Charles Russell, counse} for the Parnellites, 
will make another effort to get the court to 
order the prosecutors to begin the inquiry. 
The Pall Mali Gazette, defying the law rela- 
tive to contempt of court, severely criticizes 
the course of the prosecution and advises the 
defense not to waste its funds by employing a 
full array of counsel daily, but to leave the 
junior counsel to watch the ease, and to bring 
back Sir Charles Russe!!, and other leaders, 
when evidence is produced affecting the ac- 
cused.

Good Fellowship With Harrison as Well as

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KILLED WITH A KNIFE. 


HON. JAMES HUNT, OF CATOOSA, 
STABBED TO DEATH. 


A BLOODY TRAGEDY LAST NIGHT 


Sully Moore, a Mail Agent, Kills an Old 
Friend ina Boarding House on For- 
syth Street, and Then Iuns Away. 


Hon. James Hunt, of Catoosa county, a 
member of the honse of representatives, was 
stabbed to death last night by H. S. Moore, a 
mail agent on the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road, 

The murder occurred at Mrs. Hughey’s 
boarding house. 

Mrs. Hughey keeps a place on North Forsyth 
street, No. 58, and since the present session of 
the legislature opened has entertained several 
members and attaches, Among others who 
made the boarding house headquarters was 
Mr. Hiunt. Mr. Hunt, with other gentlemen, 
occupied a room on the second tieor of the 
building, and it was in that room that he was 
killed. 

Soon after dark, Mr. Hunt, Mr. George 
Shaw, Mr. T. W. Jones, Mr. Rucker and Mr. 
Thurman were in the room. Moore, the man 
who did the killing, was there too, and was 
upon friendly terms with the party. In some 
way Moore and Mr. Shaw 

BEGAN TUSSELING, 
and finally Mr. Hunt became involved in tho 
scuffle. The bout was of a friendly character, 
and was enjoyed by all present. 

When it ceased, Moore stepped up to a wash- 
stand and began washing his hands. Mr. Hunt 
was at the same time standing in Tront of 
a mirror combing his hair. Moore took the 
water from his hands with a towel and then 
turning around struck Hunt upon the neck 
with it. Thetowel was damp and the lick 

rasa stinging one. It gave the gentleman 
some pain and facing Moore he said: 

‘Moore, if nothing but a scuffle will suit you 

‘ll try to accommodate you.” 

Moore then took up the bowl of water and 
attempted to throw it upon Mr. Hunt, but Mr. 
Shaw interfered and received the basin of 
water for his trouble. This induced Moore to 
turn his attention to Mr. Shaw, and picking 
up the pitcher he tried to empty the contents 
upon that gentleman, but the pitcher was 
turned in the scuffle so that the water went 
upon Moore. ‘This made the mail agent mad, 
and with all his strength he 

DASHED THE PITCHER 
at Mr. Shaw. The piece of earthenware 
missed the gentleman and struck the wall 
with force sufficient to shatter it into frag- 
ments. 

Moore’s apparent anger cooled the fun, and 
Mr. Shaw sat down upon the bed. Moore 
followed him, and a scufile ensued. Then 
Moore got up and started toward Mr. Hunt. 
The two men grappled, and Mr. Hunt soon 
had Moore upon the floor, where he held him 
a short time. Mr. Hunt’s victory, though the 
scuffing was friendly, made Moore mad, and 
as he was permitted to rise he struck the gen- 
tleman a hard lick with his hand. The lick 
angered Mr. Hunt, and gathering Moore in his 
hands, he tossed him upon the bed, saying: 

‘‘Moore, I don’t want to hurt you, and I 
don’t want any difficulty with you.” 

Moore arose from the bed, and picking up a 
stick, said: 

‘‘Jim, I havea mind to skin your head.”’ 
Mr. Shaw seeing that Moore was trying to 
FORCE A DIFFICULTY 
stepped in. This caused Moore to appear to 
become satisfied and he gave up the stick. But 
in asecond Mooce lost his temper agaid, and 
stepping into a closet, he opened a trunk, and 

as he did so he looked at Hunt, saying: 

‘Hunt, you will be a dead man in less than 
fifteen minutes!”’ 

Moore seemed to be looking for something, 
but no one paid any attention to himor the 
threat he made. Presently he arose from the 
trunk and started out of the room. Mr. Hunt 
again returned to the mirror and again began 
combing his hair. The gentlemen then all 
started down stairs with Mr. Hunt in front, 
and as he stepped into the door Moore met 
him. ‘Those present saw Moore 

STRIKE AT MR. HUNT, 
and instautly that gentleman staggered back, 
oxclaiming: 

“Moore has stabbed me.”’ 

Mr. Shaw sprang forward and caught Mr. 
Hunt as he was falling, and says that at the 
same time he observed a knife with a 
four-inch blade in Moore’s hand, 
Mr. Shaw tried to get Hunt to the 
bed, but was compelled to’ let him sink 
to the floor. The gentleman held his hands 
across his stomach all the time and appeared 
to suffer intensely. He talked to Mr. Shaw in 
a rather incoherent manner for a minute or 
two and then began sinking rapidly. He lived 
probably ten minutes after receiving the 
wound. 

MOORE WALKS AWAY. 

Moore, after inflicting the wound, turned 
upon his heel and walked out of the room. He 
then descended the stairway and left the 
house without any attempt being made to de- 
tain him. 

The murder created quite a sensation and in 
a few minutes the sidewalk in front of the 
residence was blockaded with people. The 
police department was notified and detectives 
were sent to the place. They secured an accu- 
rate description of Moore, and during the night 
the city was thoroughly searched for him, but 
without success. 

THE INQUES7. 

Soon after Mr. Hunt’s death Coroner Man- 
ning was notified. He visited the scene at 
once and instructed Bailiff Williams to organ- 
ize a jury. Professor Means was made fore- 
man, and the inquest was begun. Mr. Shaw 
was the first witness introduced. Then F. L, 
Smith was put upon the stand and was follow- 
ed by J. R. Darrah. The testimony was all 

like, and the jury returned a_ verdict 
stating that Mr. Hunt had been murdered and 
that H. S. Mooore was the murdefer. 
THE WOUND. 

The wound was examinad by Dr. Bob West- 
moreland, county physician. It was a 
stab—a deep one. The knife blade 
penetrated the stomach a few inches below 
where the breast bones come together. Mr. 
Charles Swift, the undertaker, was sent for 
and took charge of the body. He prepared 
the remains for burial. 

THEY WERE FRIENDS. 

Hunt and Moore had known one another for 
vears, and had been the best of friends. They 
were once close neighbors, and the trouble 
which ended in the murder was the first they 
had ever had. It is understood that it was 
upon Mr. Moore’s recommendation that Mr. 
Hinnt wentto Mrs. Hughey’s. The two men 
roomed together. 

Iiunt was an attorney, a married man and 
the father of three children. He resided 
in Ringgold, and was serving his 
first term in the legislature. During 
the Gordon-Bacon campaign he was a candi- 
date and an ardent supporter of Bacon, He 
made the race upon that issue, and was de- 
feated by Mr. Harris, He was about thirty 
vears of age, and was a pleasant, affable gen- 
jleman. His remains will be sent home to- 


day. 

Moore, the slayerof the member, is about 
twenty-three yearsof age.

COLUMBUS, Ga., Noveiber 15.--[Special. |-- 
Notwithstanding the opening day of the expo- 
sition was ushered in under lowering clowds, 
ithas been a red letter day in the history of 
Columbus.

Tire Ge vernor’s Horse Grard vw insa Prize— 
of the Drill—Three Days of Sol- 
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Avausta, Ga., November 15.—[Special.}— 
DPhe Governor's Horse Guard of Atlanta was 
escorted to the depot last night by the lecal 
military Organizations, carrying with them the 
prizes of the day and the admiration and good 
will of the peonle of Augusta. 

Lhe Gate City Guard, consisting of thirty 
men, under command of Lieutenant Howard 
ilis, and the Governor’s Horse Guard, com- 
pesed of thirty-four men in charge of Captain 
Jolin Milledge, reached Augusta Monday 
merning to participate in the three 
' military encampment and festivi- 
ties in connection with the opening of the 
national exposition. Eachcompany was met 
its arrival by detachments of the Augusta 
military organizations and was escorted by 
them to the Planters hotel. 

The assembly was sounded .at ten o'clock, 
and the procession former on Broad street, 
near the upper market. Eighteen eompanies 
of infantry: and seven cavalry formed the line 
at the head of which Generals Gorcon, Hamp- 
ton Stovall and Moore, accompanied by their 
g aff officers, rode. The parade proved a s'rong 
drawing card for the expagition and at the 
grounds the crowd waited impatiently for the 
appearance of the soldiers. The buildings, 
crounds, race track and grand stand were 
crowded with visitors who had come to wit- 
ness the sham battle and review. At 12 
o'clock the staff took their positions justin front 
of the grand stand and the order was given to 
pass in review. Around the track the soldiers 
caine with bayonets glistening, swords flash- 
ing and the cavalrymen’s horses dancing with 
impatience. As each company passed the 
staff swor!s were presented and the salute 
acknowledged. Whenthe Gate City Guard, 
with white coats and shakos, passed the staff 
ata cerry, the superb carriageof the men and 
the military appezrance of the company, elic- 
ited instant recognition and the spectators 
in the grand stand made the 
air tremble with applause, which 
was renewed when the Governor’s Horse 
Guard, with drawn sabers and mounted on 
macniticent h passed the line with the 
utini precision and regularity. But the 
event of the day was the sham battle, From 
everywhere visitors had come to see powder 
burned in imitation of the daysof ’61. The 
lines were formed at 4 o’clock, and the salute 
of the large battery of government artillery 
was the signal for the fray. Charge and 
counter charge, advance and retreat, tire and 
fall back. The big guns of the artillery belched 
forth flame every minute, and their thunder- 
tomes mingled withthe sharper reports of 

ne infauteyy muskets toform a wost realistic 
imitation of the sounds of battle. The cavalry 
horses caught the spirit of the day and with 
arched necks and spreading nostrils,thundered 
across the field. Captain Milledge, mounted 
on asuperb bay, was everywhere and was al- 
ways seen leading hgs men where the smoke 
was the thickest. The sham battle wasa grand 
success aud old soldiers who were present, say 
that the agtion was so realistic as to be uncom- 
forta‘ile.

Several correspondents have written to 
Inquire asto the presidential electors and 
the electoral college. 

For the information of these, we e may say 
that while the people have vote a for pee- 
dent, the president to succeed Mr. Cleveland 

not yet legally elected. This election 

witl occur when the electors chosen by the 
voters of each state shall assemble in the 
capitol ofthe state to formally ballot for 
president and vice-president of the Unit. 
States. 

The electors are not bound by their. elec- 
sion to vote for any particular candidate 
but the vote of the people is usu: ally under- 
stood to be acommand. The chosen elec- 
tors, however, have the right to vote for 
‘whomsoever they please for president and 
vice-president. The only constitutional 
limit to their discrestion being that the

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UNION MEETING OF THE RAILWAY 


CONDUCTORS. 


Kelics From the Wreck on the Air-Line— 
Kansas Legislation—Charges Against the 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus. 


Grand Chief Conductor Wheaton, of the 
order of Railway Conductors, will arrive in 
the city today. 

Mr. Wheaton comes to Atlanta to preside 
over and attend the union meeting of the or- 
der of which he is the highest officer, which 
will be held in Atlanta tomorrow. 

The delegates of the order will begin arriv- 
ing today from the southern states which will 
be represented at this meeting, and it is ex- 
pected that nearly two hundred will be in at- 
tendance. 

The meeting is held for the purpose of dis- 
cussing measures for the benefit of the order, 
and will be an interesting eventin the history of 
the division® represented. The session will be 
held at Odd Fellows’ hall, corner of Alabama 
and Whitehall strects. 


On Sunday evening'the delegates will accept | 


an excursion tendered them and goto Augusta 
via the Georgia railroad, They will visit the 
exposition on Monday, which has been named 
‘Railroad Day,’ and it goes without saying, 
that they will have a good time. 

A Paradise for Travelers. 

Some excitement has arisen in railroad cir- 
cles over the bill now drawn upand ready for pre- 
sentation before the Kansas siate legislature to reg- 
ulate the operation and correct abuses of the Puall- 
man car serviceg, The bill regulates the price of 
berths at $2 per night and $3 pertwenty-four hours, 
The upper berth, when vacant, must be closed to 
aid ventilation, and the maximum’ wages of the 
porter is fixed at. $2.50 per day instead of $12 
per weck, the former rate, while it makes 
it a misdemeanor for the porter to accept 
any ‘‘tips’’ or remuneration for services rendered 
from the passengers. The measure also deals with 
the through and local tariffs of the service, and 
wherever any discrepancies have appeared a rem- 
edy has been proposed. Heretofore it was possibie 
for a passenger traveling any distance to beat the 
through rate by several dollars by taking the local 
rates for the same accommodations. On hiring por- 
ters the company has considered the “‘tips’’ received 
from passengers as an item in the salary paid, and 
as a consequence has forced many impositions upon 
the traveling public. 

From Ocean to Ocean, 

The railway lines running between here and 
Council Binffs bave served notice on each other 
that they will not be bound by the present “time 
agreement” after January 11th, and this notice is 
said to be the forerunner of a revolution in the run- 
ning time of trains between the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts. An arrangementis pending betwéen the 
Northern Pacific and the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe for through trains west from Chieago, and 
the Union Pacific will meet this by arranging with 
one ofthe Missouri river lines for through trains be- 
tween here and Ogden. With the advent of fast 
trains west of Chicago it is e-rtain that one of them 
will be made a solid limited train from New York 
to San Francisco, thus carrying out the European- 
Asiatic express project which has been agitated, 
The first of these changes will go into effect Decem- 
ber 5th. 

Quick Justice to a Defaulter, 

Louis H. Sloanaker, defvulting cashier of 
the Chicago and Northwestern railway company at 
Sioux City, la., who fled to Canada, was brought 
back by the American Surety company, of New 
York, who bonded him, and was prosecuted by 
them, He has been sentenced to serve three years 
in the penitentiary at Fort Madison, where he now 
is. This case beats the record as regards the prompt 
administration of justice, and shows that the public 
is notentirely at the mercy of thieves in conse- 
quence of the existing extradition arrangements 
with Canada. The cuiprit fled from Sioux City to 
Canada the 9th of October, was brought back a 
week ago and taken to the penitentiary yesterday, \ 
This was railroad justice and it got there on time. °. 

Charges of Discrimination. \ 

The Chattanooga Times is severely criticis- 
ing the management of the Chattanooga, Romeand 
Columbus road. That paper claims that Chatta- 
nooga is discriminated against in every way to the 
advantage of Rome, and charges that the train 
service is insuilicient and the schedules badly 
arranged, The Times says the business men of 
Chattanooga subscribed $100,000 towards the build- 
ing of the roadand demandsthat the road give 
some return. The Times makes outa lengthy bill 
of complaint, but the other side has not been heard 
froul as yet.
